Hutchinson, Kans., May 8 (By A. P.). 
Eleven persons were known to be dead 
and probably 100 or more injured as 
a result of tornadoes which swept 
northeastward through Barber, King- 
man, Reno and McPherson counties 
late Saturday night. 

Cloudbursts that occurred along the 
storm’s path flushed further the al- 
» ready swollen streams. Water stood 4 
feet deep today in some low places. 

Probably 800 residences along the 
path of the wind were damaged or de- 
molished, while the combined damage 
to property will run into hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

There were at least two twisters, the 
first about 7:30 p. m., originating in 
Barber county and sweeping northeast 
into Kingman county. The other at 
11 p. m. originated south of Hutch- 
inson and swept northward through 
East Hutchinson, leaving a trail of 
devastation four blocks wide through 
the city. It hit the east industrial dis- 
trict, then smashed its way north- 
ward through the sandhills and tore 
a swath of destruction west of Medora 
and Inman. 


Forty in One Hospital. 


Comparatively few people in Hutch- 
inson knew there had been a tornado, 
however, until Sunday morning, for the 
main residence section of the city was 
spared, the path of the twister being 
24%, miles east of the main business 
district. 

Three dead in Barber county, two 
more in Kingman county, one in 
Hutchinson and four in the Medora 
and Inman communities north of 
Hutchinson made up the toll of dead. 

There were 40 injured under treat- 


> ment at a hospital here tonight. About 


40 others were cared for at emergency 
dressing stations and. as many more 
elsewhere. 

The tornado barely missed the State 
reformatory, where more than 900 
young men and women are incarcer- 
ated. 

Three batteries of nationa. guards- 
men were on duty tonight, military rule 
having been established in’ the stricken 
district immediately after the storm. 

The local Red Cross began relief 
work promptly and emergency kitchens 
and temporary lodging places were es- 
tablished. A relief fund was being 
raised here and no outside aid will be 
needed, a Red Cross official said. 


Sioux City is Damaged. 


Sioux City, Iowa, May 8 (By A. P.).— 
One woman was killed and hundreds of 
dollars worth of damage was caused 
by a wind and rain storm that swept 
Sioux City tonight. 

Mrs. Grace Muhr ‘drowned when an 
automobile driven by L. C. Noble, Lin- 
coln, Nebr., salesman; was swept by 
the wind and water into a ditch half a 
mile north of here. 

Reports from surrounding towns in- 
dicated that the fury of the storm was 
spent in Sloux City and Vermillion, S. 
Dak. 

At Vermillion there was a heavy wind 
and rain storm, followed by damaging 

‘hail. Northeast Nebraska towns were 
visited by the heavy réin, but there was 
no damage from the wind. 

Reports from Fort Laramie, Wyo. 
gaid a cloudburst late today flooded 
streets of that city to a depth of 2 feet, 
doing considerable property damage. It 
is also reported a tornado struck in 
the vicinity of Hershey, Nebr., although 
no details are available. 


Freezing Temperature. 


A day of intermittent snow and rain 
preceded freezing temperatures tonight. 
the weather bureau indicated. ⸗ 

A tornado which tore through a strip 
of Lincoln county, Nebr., about 7 
o'clock tonight demolished a number of 
farm buildings and killed several head 

of live stock. No persons were re- 
ported injured. 

A number of business buildings in 
North Platte were reported unroofed.

TO OOLVE BAKER MURDER 


Time and Manner of Killing 
Sought; Attorney General 
Enters Case. 


LETTER IS INQUIRED INTO 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Fredericksburg, Va., May 8:—Coinci- 
dent with the uncovering today of a 
new angle in the mysterious murder of 
9-year-old Albert Baker, of this city, 
Commonwealth's Attorney Wilflam Cole, 
of Fredericksburg, decided to seek un- 
official aid of Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt, 
of Washington, in an effort to solve the 
crime that has baffled local and State 
authorities since the boy’s strange dis- 
appearance here February 22. 

Coroner Nevitt will be consulted in 
an effort to approximate the manner 
and time of the Baker boy’s murder. 
It was intimated strongly today that 
investigating authorities have aban- 
doned the theory that the boy was 
murdered shoftly after he mysteriously 
disappeared late in. the afternoon of 
February 22, within a stone’s throw of 
his home, and that his body was then 
tied in a burlap bag and thrown in the 
Rappahannock river, from which it was 
recovered by fishermen last Monday. 

The fact that the boy’s body was 
decomposed to such an extent that his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. M. Y. Baker, 


“were unable to identify it, other than 


by the clothing that he wore, has led 
the investigators to believe that the 
boy was buried in some lonely spot 
in, or near Fredericksburg, and that 
his body was only recently disinterreda 
by the murderer or murderers and 
tossed into the river. 

Medical authorities here pointed 
out the fact that the boy’s body would 
have been in a much better state of 
preservation had it been thrown into 
the river within a reasonable time 
after the murder is supposed to have 
been committed. 

John R. Saunders, attorney general 
of Virginia, arrived here today shortly 
after the departure of Headquarters 
Detective Ira M. Keck, of Washington, 
who, for the last four days has aided 
Fredericksburg. police in connection 
with the murder.

The Treasury yesterday called from |. 


the strong boxes of millions of United 
States citizens the Second Liberty Loan 
bonds which filtered into their keep- 
ing during 1917, soon after America 
had entered the war. 

On and after November 15 more 
than 3,500,000 of these bonds, with a 
face value of $1,697,337,050 will cease 
to bear interest. Issued to run for 
25 years, bearing 4 and 41% per cent 
interest, the law under which they 
were authorized provided that they 
might be retired at the end of ten 
years, 

By taking. advantage of this privi- 
lege the government will effect a po- 
tential saving in interest charges of 
$1,018,402,230, for if the issye had been 
allowed to run the remaining fifteen 
years of its authorized life each bond- 
holder would have received three- 
fifths of the face value of his bonds 
in interest. The actual saving may 


not run to this total since the Treas- 


ury will probably. offer  coriversion 
privileges to the bondholders in the 
form of a security with a lower in- 
terest rate. 

To Use Wide Publicity. 


The resources of the nation were uti- 
lized in selling these bonds, and in an 
effort to drive home the fact that with- 
in six months they will cease to be 
revenue producers the Treasury will 
make use of every publicity medium at 
its command. Every English daily in 
the United States will carry an adver- 
tisement today telling of the Treasury’s 
decision. Weekly and semiweekly publi- 
cations are to be used as well. Every 
bank has-been asked to inform its cus- 
tomers, and each postoffice, down to 
the’ humblest contract station, will 
spread the news through placards. 

The radio will carry a similar mes- 
sage tomorrow night. The entire hook- 
up of the “red” and “blue” stations of 
the National Broadcasting Co. will 
carry an address to be made by Charles 
S. Dewey, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, in New York. The director of 
the Denver mint will go on-the air in 
the Colorado capital to reach the Rocky 
mountain section, and an official ‘of the 
Federal Reserve Board will broadcast 
from San Francisco. 

The Treasury Department hopes by 
the means it has adopted to bring in 
for redemption the greater portion of 
the issue which the public absorbed, in 
order to finance American and allied 
participation in the war. It hopes to 
bring the decision to the attention of 
all the holders through one of the me- 
diums’ used to avoid the situation 
which now keeps in the possession of 
their holders $30,000,000 worth of gov- 
ernment bonds that have long since 
stopped bearing interest™™ 

In order to facilitate the redemption 
of the bonds, the Treasury will accept 
them on and after October 15, al-

Philadelphia, May 8 (By A. P.).— 
Mother’s day services in the Hermon

Partisans of the elder, who had per- 
suaded the policemen to release him, 
lined on one side of the pulpit and 
supporters of the clergyman took their 
places on the other. Within half an 
hour the edifice was cleared. 

Several_weeks..ago.a blanket. charge 
of “conduct unbecoming a minister” 
was made against Dr. Crawford and the 
minister requested an investigation be 
made. This was done, and last Monday 
a commission of the Philadelphia pres- 
bytery gave Dr. Crawford an official 
vote of confidence. 


Later, however, the commission was 


supplied with dates, names and other 
details alleging “osculatory indiscre- 
tions” with members of the congrega- 
tion and a paid choir singer. The com- 
mission will sit as a tribunal tomorrow 
and hear witnesses under oath.

Crest of the Flood Is “Lost,” 


~ Observers Report; Has Left 


Banks of River. 


New Orleans, May 8 (By A. P.).—Dev- 
astation of south central Louisiana 
by the flood was regarded as imminent 
tonight by Federal and State agents. A 
rescue fleet and supplies for this dis- 
trict were being concentrated against a 
probable break in the levees of the 
Bayou des Glaises, which is bearing the 
greater portion of the: pressure. from 
the Mississippi river flood and back 
waters of the great lake to the north. 

Should these embankments give way, 
the flood would be released over seven 
parishes to the south, containing ap- 
proximately 4,000,000 acres and 250,000 


inhabitants. In this section is located | 


the Louisiana “sugar bowl,” where prac- 
tically all of the domestic cane is 
grown. 

A steady battle on this flood front 
has been carried on for almost a month 
in the hope that the dikes might be 
held, but with the tide rising with un- 
precedented rapidity this hope practi- 
cally had been abandoned. 


Fight Still Carried On. 


The fight still was being carried on, 
however, with the engineers concen- 
trating all available forces at danger 


points which were developing along a. 


stretch of more than 30 miles. 

A break there would divert a large 
portion of the flood water from the 
Mississippi! to the Atchafalaya basin 
and materially relieve the situation 
south on the main stream from the 
mouth of the Old river north of Baton 
Rouge to New Orleans. 

On this front of more than 2650 
miles the Mississippi embankments still 
were holding. The levees were in- 
spected today by Secretaries Hoover and 
Davis, who made an automobile trip 
from Baton Rouge to New Orleans 
after conferring with former Gov. John 
M. Parker, Louisiana flood dictator, and 
State officials.

Paris, May 8.— The veteran of 100 
fierce air battles and a dashing and 
daring flier, determined to bring the 
glory of a first nonstop transatlantic 
fiight between Paris and New York to 
this country, Capt. Charles Nun- 
gesser, one of France’s greatest 
wartime aces, has devoted the 
last two months to the  con- 
centration of every effort to a task 
eclipsing all his previous accomplish- 
ments. : 

Roll the curtain back thirteen years. 
War is sweeping over Europe. The na- 
tion is at war. Charles Nungesser, back 
from the Argentine pampas, fresh from 
a life of hunting wild game, is one of 
the first to answer the call to the flag. 
The days roll on and Nungesser is in 
the Second hussars. Inactive, Nunges- 
ser seeks adventure. 

The scene shifts and he is with the 
148th infantry. This is war. On a sul- 
try afternoon his company is surround- 


ed by the enemy. Nungesser is chosen 
to drive through a gauntlet of singing 
bullets to Laon for reinforcements. Ma- 
chine guns bark, the engine is riddled 
and the car is halted. The Germans 
surround the car, but it is empty. 

In the blackness Nungesser and two 
companions push toward their goal. 
They barricade the road and as day- 
light breaks halt the car of four enemy 
officers. Nungesser shoots—shoots 
straight—and takes the car. Hours 
later he reaches Laon, the car riddled 
but himself unwounded. He drops ex- 
hausted before the commanding of- 
ficer, gasping out his message. When 
Nungesser told his name the com- 
mandant said: 

“You are a Hussar and you drive a 
car of death. I name you the Hussar 
of Death.”

Boston, May 8 (By A. P.).—Com- 
mander Francesco de Pinedo, Italian 
aviator, received an enthusiastic wel- 
come on his arrival here today after re- 
suming his  continent-to-continent 
serial journey.in. bis new. monoplane, 
the Santa Maria II. 

The plane, which Premier Mussolini 
sent from Italy to replace the machine 
destroyed by fire at Roosevelt dam, 
Ariz., landed at the Squantum naval 
dir base at 11:15 a. m., about two 
hours and fifteen minutes after taking 
off from Miller field, Staten ilsand, 
N. Y. 

Commander de Pinedo said that the 
new plane had performed perfectly dur- 
ing the flight. Eight a‘my and navy 
planes greeted him as he neared the 
Squantum base and escorted him to 
the harbor, where ke brought the Santa 
Maria II to the water in a graceful 
landing. 

On stepping ashore, Commander de 
Pinedo was welcomed by Rear Admiral 
Philip Andrews, commandant of the 
first naval wistrict, who extended the 
facilities of the navy in caring for the 
plané during the aviator’s stay here. 

A special guard was posted and spe- 
cial precautions taken to guard against 
a similar mishap to that which caused 
the loss of De Pinedo’s first plane at 
Roosevelt dam. 

The Italian flier was also greeted by 


Marquis Ferrante, Italian consul, he 
was conveyed from the naval air base 
to this city by automobile. After an 
informal call at the home of Gov. 
Fuller in the afternoon, Commander de 
Pinedo attended a mass meeting in his 
honor on Boston Common, where he 
was agfsaimed by several thousand Ital- 
ian r@gidents of Greater Boston.

FRENGH, IF SUCCESSFUL, 


Alcock and Brown, British, 
First to Span Atlantic in 
an Airplane. 


FEAT OF U. S. SEAPLANES 


New York, May 8 (By A. P.).—If 
Capt. Charles Nungesser’s “White Bird” 
succeeds in. winging its way from Paris 
to New York, it will be the second 
Plane ever to make a nonstop flight 
across the Atlantic ocean. 

The first nonstop transatlantic flight 
was made by Capt. John Alcock and 
Lieut. Arthur Whitten Brown, British 
fliers, in July, 1919. They flew from 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, to Clifden, 
Ireland, covering 1,960 miles in 16 
hours, 12 minutes, using a Vickers- 
Vimy biplane. 

The same year Harry G. Hawkes and 
Lieut. Comdr Mackenzie Grieve at- 
tempted to cross from St. Johns to 
Ireland, but fell into the sea when 
their plane developed engine trouble. 
They were rescued six days after the 
start by a steamship. 

An Atlantic crossing was made in 
1919 when tke United States naval sea- 
plane NC-4 flew“from Trepassy, British 
North America, to Lisbon, Portugal, 
stopping at the Azores. It covered 
2,150 miles in 26 hours and 45 min- 
utes’ flying time. 

Two dirigible airships have crossed 
the Atlantic in nonstop flights. 

The British dirigible R-34 flew from 
East Fortune, Scotland, to Mineola, 
N. Y., in 1919, and then fiew back to 
Pulham, England, crossing the ocean 
each time without stopping. The other 
nonstop crossing was made in October, 
1924, by the present navy dirigible Los 
Angeles. As the. Zeppelin. ZR-3, it 
made a continuous flight from Fried- 
rickshafen, Germany, to Lakehurst, 
N. J., 5,060 miles, in 81 hours.

Neither London nor Par 
has received word of the plane 
other than the early morning 
reports of passing Havre, Cher- 
bourg, and the unconfirmed 
message from Ireland. 
May Change Course. 


The Canadian and Newfoundland 
radio stations, which will probably 
be the first to report the coming of 


the actual sighting of the airship 
will be a difficult matter, for 
weather reports show a very low 
visibility, and cloudy and unsettled 
conditions are predicted in the New 
York area for Monday. 

Early reports from Paris inti- 
mated that Nungesser was steering 
a northerly course which would 
take him out of the path of the 
regular steamers plying the At- 
lantic, and this, necessarily would 
account for failure to sight the 
plane. It is possible, also, that, 
confronted by the dangers of a 
storm, the White Bird’s course may 
be still further changed.

Plane Speeds West. 


Paris, May 8 (By A. P.).—Somewhere 
over the waters of the north Atlantic a 
French airplane is winging its way 
from Paris to New York tonight. In 
the pilot’s seat is one of the greatest 
heroes aviation gave to the war, Capt, 
Charles Nungesser. Next to him is s 
veteran navigator, both of the sea and 
the air, Capt. Francois Coli. 

Since they left the French coast not 
long after dawn-this morning not one 
word of them has come back to Paris. 
Their “White Bird” carries no wireless, 
and the route they are probably taking 
is many miles north of the path steam- 
ships plow in their procession between 
New York and channel ports. 

Aside from their skill, Capts. Nunges- 
ser and Coli are staking their fate al- 
most entirely on their plane, ite single 
450-horsepower motor and enough gaso- 
line to keep it going until tomorrow 
evening. To reduce weight and wind 
resistance, and thus increase their 
speed, they decided to cut themselves 
off from the world by doing without 
wireless. 

May Land in Afternoon. 


With the same end in view they 
dropped their landing year ten min- 
utes after they got into the air at 
Le Bourget, and if all goes well the two 
“nchmen expect to glide down upon 
the waters of New York bay tomorrow 
afternoon.

Many Lines. 


MOTOR TRADE IS MOVING 
DISTINCTLY ON UPGRADE 


Car Loadings Shrink; Ojl In- 
dustry Rallies; Agricultural 
Outlook Good. 


New York, May 8 (By the Associated 
Press).—In spite of the widespread 
damage caused by record-breaking 
floods in the Mississippi valley, and, in 
some instances, because of them, busi- 
ness during the last week again dis- 
played signs of gathering momentum. 

While there continued to be a num- 
ber of weak spots, American commerce 
on the whole appeared to be in slightly 
better state than at this time last year. 

Although the Mississippit flood has 
not yet receded, and too little time has 
passed to warrant an exact survey of 
the resulting situation, prelimiuary in- 
spections indicate that the damage, par- 
ticularly to railroad properties, was not 
as great as had been feared. Losses in 
the inundated areas, however, have un- 
questionably been great, and huge ex- 
penditures for reconstruction will be 
necessary. This is inevitably a stimu- 
lating factor in many lines of business, 
notahly those dealing with railway, in- 
dustrial and farm repairs. 

Steel operations declined from the 
high peak of April, in which the daily 
average of pig iron output reached the 
highest figure in a year. A resultant 
softening of pig iron prices was in a 
measure offset by increasing inquiry 
and stiffening prices for sheets. 

The motor trade was distinctly on the 
upgrade, its momentum carrying over 
from April, when a record of production 
is believed to have been established. 
Auto parts and accessories naturally 
were stimulated, and substantial gains 
over last year were recorded by heavy 
machinery and tool lines. 

The bituminous mine strike was 
again a factor in freight loadings, which 
fell off for the second consecutive week. 
The sharp drop in coal shipments car- 
ried the average slightly under the fig- 
ure for the corresponding week of last

For Erie Road Today 


New York, May 8 (By A. P.).—A new 
issue of $50,000,000 refunding and im- 
provement mortgage 5 per cent bonds 


of the Erie Railroad Co, will be offered 
tomorrow by a nation-wide syndicate, 
headed by J. P. Morgan.& Co. The 
bonds will be marketed at 94% and in- 
terest, to yield about 5.33 per cent. 

The proceeds of the issue will be 
used, in part, to pay off the entire debt 
to the government arising out of the 
Federal control period, as well as all 
the company’s: floating debt. The bal- 
ance will be used for improvements and 
betterments, and to increase the road’s 
working capital. 

This issue, which is the first one of 
long-term bonds since 1916, is consid- 
ered as a step toward reconstruction of 
the company’s financial structure. It 
is believed that it will answer the con- 
tention made by Chesapeake & Ohio 
stockholders at the time of the original 
consolidation plan that the Erie’s fund- 
ed debt was so cumbersome and in- 
volved that it would be impossible to 
undertake any new financing.

Easy Money. Helps Keep 
Prices Firm; New Issues 
Attract Interest. 


APRIL RECORD IS BROKEN 


New York, May 8 (By the Associated 
Press).—Attention of bond traders last 
week was focused on future develop- 
ments, with the result that dealings 
were of a desultory cnaracter and most 
of the sessions of the listed market ex- 
tremely dull. Continuued easy money 
conditions, however, exerted their usual 
sustaining influence, and prices on the 
whole were firm. 

Particular interest was manifested in 
the attitude Secretary Mellon will take 
toward vefunding the outstanding bal- 
ance of the second liberty loan. If 
these 414 per cent bonds are to be re- 
deemed on November 15, the callable 
date, the Treasury Department must 
act on or before May 15 to comply with 
the terms of the law. What course will 
be taken is, of course, unknown, but 
there is considerable feeling in some 
quarters that the Liberty seconds may 
be refunded by Treasury notes matur- 
ing within five years and callable after 
two years. 

New financing and talk of impend- 
ing new bond issues continued to at- 
tract their share of interest. Municipal 
loans in sight for the remainder of May 
are unusually heavy in volume, and 
may reach a higher total than in any 
month of this year. These issues in- 
clude one of $60,000,000 4s of the City 
of New York, to be sold by the munici- 
pality next Wednesday. New issues of 
this class aggregated around $116,000,- 
000 in April, and for the first four 
months the total was approximately 
$457,000,000, slightly more than in the 
corresponding period of 1926. 

The list of new issues for next week is 
headed by one. of $50,000,000 of Erie 
railroad bonds, which will be placed on 
the market tomorrow. Proceeds of the 
issue are to be used to pay off the en- 
tire debt to the government arising out 
of the Federal control period, as well as 
all the company’s floating debt. The 
bonds wil be priced to yield about 5.33 
per cent. 

Reports were current in bond circles 
that a new issue of $50,000,000 bonds 
of an unidentified industrial concern 
are due some time next week. One 
rumor was to the effect that the loan 
is being arranged by a recently organ- 
ized corporation which has taken over 
the business of a private enterprise. 

The long delayed Polish loan of $80,- 
000,000 or so was variously used by the 
week’s crop of rumors. Early in the 
week Wall street heard that the Polish 
government had accepted the terms laid 
down by New York bankers, while pri- 
vate dispatches later intimated that 
the deal had fallen through at the last 
minute. Bankers believed to be in close 
touch with the Polish situation de- 
clined to comment upon either report. 

A new record for new bond issues was 
established in April, when a total of 
slightly less than %698,000,000 in new 
bonds represented the best aggregate of 
any month since the war. This was 
more than $40,000,000 above January’s 
huge volume of new financing. 

More than $2,000,000,000 in new bonds 
have been poured into the market 
since the first of the year, substantially 
over the amount which had been issued 
up to this time last year. 

New offerings during the past week 
totaled over $121,000,000, against $170.- 
000,000 in the preceding week, and 
about $41,000,000 in the first week of 
May, 1926. 


Decrease in Estate 
And Automobile Tax 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Decreased collections of taxes on es- 
tates and on automobiles and motor- 
cycles during the first nine months of 
the fiscal year, as compared with the 
similar period last year, was announced 
yesterday by the Treasury. Both taxes 
were reduced by the revenue act of 
1926. 
Collection of automobile and motor- 
cycle taxes aggregated $46,921,222, com- 
paring with $88,104,162 during the first 
nine months of the fiscal year 1926. 
The estate tax amounted to $81,092,239, 
comparing with $97,401,301. 


May Increase Dividend. 


In the absence of any expression of 
dividend policy by the management of 
Allis Chalmers Manufacturing Co., on 
the. recent decision to recapitalize with 
an issue of $15,000,000 ten-year 5 per 
cent debentures to replace $16,500,000 
of 7 per cent preferred, Wall street 
opinion is that the company can now 
increase the dividend rate on the com- 
mon stock from $6 to $7 annually. This 
action is expected in the near future.

The Gulf, Mobile & Northern railroad 
has come into increasing prominence 
during the past two years because of 
its desirability as an acquisition for 
some carrier which requires an outlet 
to the Gulf coast. The company op- 
erates about 465 miles of road which 
extends from Mobile on the Gulf north- 
ward to Jackson, Tenn., where connec- 
tion is had with the Illinois Central, 
Mobile & Ohio, and the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis systems.

Henry L. Doherty Company 
Also Announces Formation 


of Two Subsidiaries. 


New York, May 8 (By A. P.).—Three 
new bond issues, totaling $73,000,000, 
are being issued in connection with 
new plans of the Empire Gas & Fuel 
Co., ‘announced, tonight by Henry L. 
Doherty & Co. These plans involve 
the formation of two _ subsidiaries, 
Empire Oil & Gas Co., which will 
acquire most of the oil properties, and 
Cities Service Gas Co., which will take 
over the entire pipe line system and 
practically all the gas properties now 
held by Empire Gas & Fuel. A third 
company, Indian Territory Illuminat- 
ing Oil Co. which is controlled by 
Empire Gas & Fuel, will retain its oil 
producing properties in the Seminole 
field of Oklahoma. 

Proceeds of the three bond issues will 
be used to refund all the outstanding 
bonds of Empire Gas & Fuel Co. and of 
the Kansas Oklahoma Gas Co., and to 
finance the segregation of oil and gas 
properties. 

The issues, which are expected to 
reach the market in a day or two, 
comprise $30,000,000 Empire Oil & Re- 
fining Co. first mortgage and collateral 
trust 5148; Cities Service Gas Co. first 
mortgage pipe line 514s, and $18,000,000 
Empire Gas & Fuel 5 per cent serial 
notes. Outstanding bonds to be retired 
carry interest rates ranging from 6% 
to 7144 per cent.

Press).—Bullish activities spread over a 
wide variety of stocks in the curb mar- 
ket last week, and resulted in a num- 
ber of substantial gains. The move- 
ment toward higher ground was largely 
in sympathy with the strength of 
shares on the “big board,” although 
there were a few issues which reflected 
individual developments favorable to 
stock owners. 

‘Public utilities held the center of the 
stage with gains of 1 to 5 points fairly 
numerous, and other advances ranging 
up to 18 points over last week’s closing 
quotations. The upward movement was 
based largely on talk of new super- 
power projects and fdvorable dividend 
actions as a result of some good cur- 
rent profit showings. * 

Motor shares were stimulated by in- 
creasing demand for automobiles as re- 
flected by heavy production last month. 
Tire shares also participated in the ad- 
vance. Numerous specialties moved 
steadily into higher ground, including 
artificial silk, cigar, farm machinery, 
mining and: baking shares. Mercantile 
Issues were irregular, for the most part 
moving in sympathy with individual re-

ports. 

The trend of the oils was upward, the 
largest gains being scored by the pipe 
line shares, while issues of producing 
companies responded to stiffening of 
crude prices, the termination of the 
gasoline price war on the Pacific coast, 
and expectations of cooperative steps 
toward curtailment of flood production.

THE GOVERNMENT IN SHIPPING. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
—J States has gone on record as opposing the 
_~ 4 entry of the government into the field of ship- 

_ «building. The chamber also opposes any fur- 
| {ther restrictions upon the authority of the 
» ©4#Shipping Board to dispose of vessels to private 
= parties. “Private construction, ownership and 
: operation” seems, to be the ideal of the cham- 
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ber. 


In the meantime Chairman O’Connor states 
_the policy of the Shipping Board as follows: 
The Shipping Board is in favor of carry- 

ing out the merchant marine act, which 
provides for an American merchant ma- 
rine ultimately to be privately owned. 
Meanwhile and until private American 
capital can and will take it over, ships are 
to be operated by the government for the 
protection of commerce and national 
security. 

* The Senate resolution of last December, re- 

questing the Shipping Board to postpone fur- 
© {ther sales of ships until the committee on com- 
; ¢ merce could make an investigation, expressed 
- 4 the opinion that sale of ships “may seriously 
* impede the design of Congress for an Ameri- 
, can merchant marine.” 

* Private construction, ownership and opera- 
J tion of the merchant marine seems to be prac- 
| tically unattainable, in spite of the desire of 
™ the government to retire from the shipping 
» business. The fundamental difficulty appears 
| to be the inability of private operators to com- 
* pete with foreigners. But there is another im- 
, pediment to private operation and that is the 
* duty of the government to provide for the na- 
* tional defense. Private operators can not be 
expected to design and operate ships and 
* establish routes with a view to the national 
* defense. It is not their duty or their business 
‘to do so. If left to their own devices, they 
> might adapt themselves to the stress of for- 
eign competition and successfully operate a 
merchant marine; but it would not meet the 
requirements of the nationa] defense. 

Forelgn governments meet the problem in 
various ways, all of them simmering down to 
government protection, direction and aid of 
their merchant ships. They retain the right to 
assimilate their merchant marine with their 
navies; and some of the largest foreign mer- 
chant marines are well equipped and well 
manned adjuncts of the navies under whose 
flag they operate. Routes are maintained with 
an eye to national defense. Subsidies ‘are paid 
im order to keep ships in operation. Certain 
‘ governments are large owners of shipping stock 
. and make it their duty to get business for their 
™ ships. One or two powerful foreign govern- 
* ments are engaged in producing raw materials 
» outside of their territories, which provide good 
* business for their ships. 

It is impossible to dissociate the United 
© States government from the merchant marine, 
= The attempt should be abandoned. No apology 

should be offered for government participation 
* in shipbuilding, ownership, or operation. The 
government’ should join hands with private 
enterprise, in order that profitable commerce 
may go hand in hand with adequate national 
defense. 
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WANTED: A PELVIS AND A SKULL. 


The Smithsonian institution reports that Dr. 

* James W. Gidley, paleontologist of the National 

* museum, has returned from an elephant hunt 

without having captured, shot or seen a single 

*‘ complete elephant, mammoth or anything re- 
sembling such an animal. 

Dr. Gidley did not conduct his hunt in Asia 
or Africa, but right here in continental United 
States. One reason for his failure may have 
been that the last American elephant or mam- 
moth “‘passéd out of existence in the glacial 
period.” Weare further advised that up to the 
glacial period “he roamed over the entire 
continent. He was probably much taller than 
even. the celebrated Jumbo, having been 12 
, feet, or more, in height with curved tusks 8 
+ to 12 feet long.” 

‘As the glaciers ceased their operations many 
hundred thousand years ago, it is not strange 
that ‘Dr. Gidley failed to find any of the beasts 
. either in Oklahoma or Florida, in which States 
he has been hunting. He hardly expected to 
‘encounter many live ones anywhere in the

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CALLING THE LIBERTY BONDS. 


; Interest will cease on all outstanding’ bonds 


of the second Liberty loan after November 15 
next, This announcement from the office of 
Secretary Mellon is made in accordance with 
the terms upon which those securities were 
offered in 1917. While the life of the bonds 
is 25 years, it is optional with the Treasury 
Department to redeem them after 10 years, 
provided that notice of such intention to re- 
deem is published six months in advance of the 
date of redemption. 

The second Liberty bonds were of two 
species, one bearing 4 and the other 4% per 
cent interest, the latter class being converted 
to the higher rate of interest in accordance 
with the agreement that they might be thus 
changed should the government at any time in 
the future find it necessary to offer the higher 
rate in order to float another loa.:. 

Because of the fact that the sales Campaign 
at the time the second Libertys were offered 
was the most intensive, as well as one of the 
most effective, drives ever conducted in the 
financial history of the government, Secretary 
Mellon desires that all holders of Libertys 
shall have every possible opportunity to take 
advantage of the chance to redeem their hold- 
ings; and if it shall be decided to issue new 
securities in lieu of these bonds, they are to 
have the opportunity to avail themselves there- 
of. Banks and postoffices throughout the 
country are asked to spread the news. For the 
first time, also, the radio will be used for like 
purpose tomorrow when Assistant Secretary 
Dewey will broadcast the announcement. 

The second Libertys were issued on No- 
vember 15, 1917. The total face value of the 
issue is $3,807,865,000. If allowed to remain 
uncalied for the full period of 25 years the 
total interest would equal the principle. By 
paying them off in 10 years the saving in in- 
terest will be upward of $2,000,000,000. Even 
if another loan shall be floated to provide the 
funds to redeem these, as will doubtless be 
necessary, the new loan can certainly be floated 
at a rate of interest far below that paid by the 
second Libertys. 


DISPERSING FOG, 


L. Francis Warren, inventor of a system of 
shooting electrically charged sand from an 
airplane for the purpose of dispelling fog and 
clouds, is to have means placed at his disposal 
this summer sufficient to prove or disprove the 
efficiency of his system. With the backing of 
several wealthy men, some of whom are inter- 
ested in aviation, he will establish a laboratory 
and workshop in Long island and will make an 
attempt to knock every cloud and fog that 
ventures his ‘way “‘galley west.” 

Former experiments proved that as long as 
the machinery for distributing the sand held 
up, it was possible to dispel fog. In theory, 
the plane is used to cut away a clear place in 
the fog or cloud bank, through which the sun 
can shine. Once the sun has broken through, 
its warmth does the rest, so that by cutting 
several such paths a large area can be cleared 
{n short order. 

Now and then New York or London is visited 
by a fog sufficient to paralyze all traffic. Hun- 
dreds of vessels must be held outside the har- 
bor; transportation systems are slowed up, and 
shipping of all sorts is delayed. The financial 
loss occasioned by such fogs is enormous, As 
the airplane assumes a greater place in com- 
merce a similar condition will obtain when fog 
visits a landing field. 

If the Warren system of fog dispersion 
proves practicable one of the greatest bug- 
bears to seafaring men will have been re- 
moved. 


NUISANCE TAXES. 


Among the nuisance taxes which it is hoped 
that Congress will eliminate when it comes to 
providing for the reduction of the revenues 
next winter are the taxes on theater admissions 
and club dues, 

The revenue act of 1924 provided a rate on 
admissions of 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction on the amount paid for such tickets 
in excess of 50 cents. Under the revenue act 
of 1925 the exemption was increased to 75 
cents, effective March 29, 1926. The effect of 
this change is shown in the report of internal 
revenue collections, which covers the first nine 
months of the current fiscal year. This report 
shows that the amount collected as admission 
taxes for the nine months ended March 31 was 
more than $13,000,000, as compared with some 
$18,500,000 for the corresponding period of 
1926. During the same period collection from 


$7,110,000 for the nine months ended March 
31,1926. —

Altogether, considering that Washington is 
the seat of the Federal government, to which 
thousands of visitors are attracted every week, 
these visitors being of ‘all kinds and condi- 
tions of men,” Maj. Hesse thinks that, faced 
as it is with graver conditions than those con- 
fronting any other force in the country, the 


‘Washington police force ranks as high in effi- 


ciency and is as economically conducted as any 
police force in the country. The public will be 
inclined to agree with him. 


PLENTY OF “GAS.” 


Throughout the month of March the daily 
average production of crude petroleum from 
wells in the United States reached 2,429,000 
barrels, or a total of 75,304,000 barrels for 
the month, : which was 24 per cent increase 
over the production of March, 1926. Gasoline 
production for the month amounted to 27,- 
886,000 barrels, or a daily average of 900,000 
barrels, while at the same time the daily aver- 
age demand was 725,000 barrels. 

On March 31, 1926, the total stock of gaso- 
line on hand was 46,121,000 barrels. At the 
end of March this year this stock had been in- 
creased to 52,410,000 barrels. 

With a daily average increase of 5,000 bar- 
rels of crude petroleum in March this year 


as compared with the production of March a 


year. ago, it would seem that there is no im- 
mediate danger of shortage. Furthermore, the 
329 refineries reporting to the bureau of mines, 
from which these figures emanate, were: oper- 
ating up to only 77 per cent capacity. The 
stock of gasoline reported on hand at the end 
of March indicated a supply sufficient to meet 
the demand for 63 days. There was a falling 
off in the shipments from California through 
the Panama canal, probably on account of the 
increase -in the production of light oil in the 
mid-continent field. At the same time there 
was noted a marked increase in the domestic 
demand for kerosene and lubricants, while 
stocks of wax from the oil refineries passed the 
200,000,000-pound mark for the first time 
since December, 1922. The low point for this 
commodity was 89,000,000 pounds in January, 
1925. ? 

Altogether the oil industry appears to be in 
a thriving condition, and there does not seem 
to be any reason that would warrant an ad- 
vance in the price of “gas,” but the summer 
ourist demand has not’ yet started, and that 
demand itself may serve as an excuse for 
boosting prices. 


AMERICAN CUTLERY. 


The United States exports of cutlery for 
the year 1926 to all countries, including 
Great Britain, totaled more than $9,450,000 
in value. Exports to Great Britain last year 
came to only about $135,000. This decline 
was due to a- British duty of 331-3 per 
cent, which went into effect December 22, 
1925. As a result of this protective meas- 
ure, the production of British cutlery in- 
creased, 

Europe is the principal market for Ameri- 
can cutlery, taking $4,796,000 worth in 1926, 
an increase of some $1,096,000 in value over 
1925. The second most important market 
is Central America and the West Indies. 
Next comes South America, which last year 
bought cutlery valued at $1,556,000. 

France is America’s best individual cus- 
tomer, purchasing cutlery valued at $1,348,- 
000 in 1926. Germany comes second, buy- 
ing about $966,000 worth. Canada is third, 
with purchases of about $850,000 in 1926. 
Exports of American safety razors last year 
amounted/to nearly $6,000,000 in value. 

The American cutlery industry has grown 
to enormous proportions, but the most sig- 
nificant fact is that more than 85 per cent 
of the American production is sold and con- 
sumed in the United States. 


MARCH IMMIGRATION, 


During the month of March 4,546 im- 
migrants from Germany were admitted to the 
United States, 2,295 came in from the Irish 
Free State, 1,600 from Italy, 1,098 from Scot- 
land, 959 from Norway, 946 from Sweden, 
941 from Poland and 852. from England. 
Other countries of Europe contributed less 
than 500 each. During the same period the 
western hemisphere supplied 13,473, of 
whom 92.9 per cent were from Canada and 
Mexico. . March is invariably the peak month 
for Mexican immigration, and 1927 was no 
exception to the rule, as 7,900 came from 
south of the Rio Grande as against 4,615 
from the Canadian provinces. 

The total of immigration, aside from visitors, 
admitted through the ports of the country 


during the nine months of the fiscal year 


was 118,692, as contrasted with 112,889 for 
the first nine months of the year which ended 
June 30 last. 

Three. countries, — Latvia and Lux- 
embourg, exhausted their anual quotas during 
March, and no more will be admitted from 
any of the three until after the beginning 
of the new fiscal year, July 1.

vent war,” Dr. Smith said. 

Instead of finding that France had 
gone mad on the subject of war, said 
Dr. Smith, he heard the whole country 
talking about Briand’s appeal to the 
United States for a treaty which would 
formally renounce war as a method of 
adjusting disputes between his country 
and ours. 

England, he found, is “without «a 
murmur or a sniveling whine, carrying 
on undaunted in her endeavor to main- 
tain peace in the world,” although the 
nation is taxed as no other people is 
taxed, and although it is a buffer for 
critical European complications and is 
vexed with Oriental discords. 

Mussolini is so engrossed with an 
“Italy first’ program, the report said, 
that “he does not care much about 
European entanglements, although he 
is a militarist. With this program he 
has won the hearts of the people. Yet

Ancient Banknotes 
Treasured in London 


London, May 8 (By A. P. Many 
London banks possess collections of old 
banknotes, practically valueless as ex- 
change, but much sought after by col- 
lectors. 


The finest examples are to be seen at 
the Institute of Bankers, in Bishops- 
gate, London. 

In this collection are examples from 
the original bank of England £1 and £5 
issues, a Bank of Scotland note dated 
1731 for £12 Scots (£1 sterling), a note 
for 13 pence Irish (1 shilling sterling), 
which was issued in 1804 by a Cork 
grocer, Dennis O’Flyn, and 2 £5 note 
issued by the Corporation of Liverpool 
in 1794, 

Other curiosities are notes for 5 shil- 
lings and 2 shillings and 6 pence issued 
by the Birmingham poorhouse, and othe 
ers issued by a Wednesbury manufac- 
turer redeemable in pounds of rod iron.

period for near relations. Six months 


of deep black is quite usual; perhaps 
less for “in-laws” and more distant 
kin, and the tendency is to make the 
wearing of conservative mourning as 
Short as possible. But, when people 
are unhappy, they feel that black is a 
protection. It shows their acquaint- 
ances that they are not in the mood 
for gayety. It is the recognized sign 
of grief.

- HOW TO BEAUTIFY 

| EYELASHES. 

HERE is no one who does not 

recognize the fact that it is the 

eyes that most truly give ex- 
pression, character and charm to the 
face. Everything that concerns the 
eye is important, and especially so are 
the eyelashes. Happily, the lashes are 
a feature of which the quality can 
really be cultivated. Naturally lux- 
urlant eyelashes will become thin and 
lifeless if continuously neglected. And, 
conversely, short, sparse lashes can be 
improved by faithful tending. 

This is not, of course, an overnight 
beautifying process. But, for that mat- 
ter, what is? Patience is necessary, and 
for. a considerable period of time. 

First of all, the eyelashes need lu- 
bricating and nourishing. Each night, 


at bedtime, rub some oily substance 
well into their roots. Petroleum vase- 
line is as good for the purpose as any- 
thing I know. Castor oil (odorless) is 
also to be recommended. Rub it along 
the edges of the upper and lower lids 
and even over the lids themselves. 
With the tip of the forefinger, curl the 
lashes back; or if you like, do this 
with the aid of a small camel’s hair 
brush. , 
Perhaps you have the habit of 
smoothing. lanolin or some nutrient 
type of cream all around the eyes at 
night. It is an excellent habit, for it 
helps to iron out “and to ward off 
wrinkles. If you do this, don’t be 
afraid to rub some of the cream into 
the lashes. It will hasten their growth 
and make them glisten. A person who 
oils the lashes regularly is not likely 
to be troubled with granulated lids. 
When making up the face for the 
day, see that every vestige of powder is 
brushed off the lashes. Instead of 
leaving the lids dry, smooth a very 
little cream over them. The shiny look 
is considered a point of beauty, and 
the emollient naturally helps to keep 
the skin soft and unlined and to 
nourish the roots of the lashes. Some 
women use a dark cream for this pur- 
pose—very good if skilfully applied, 
but it must not look obvious. 
Conspicuous eye makeup is not in 
good taste, particularly in the day- 
time: Whenever you apply any prep- 
aration to the lashes, be sure to brush 
the upper lashes upward and the lower 
ones downward. This encourages a 
natural tendency to curl. 
With such care as this, faithfully 
practiced, beautiful lashes can be as- 
sured. 


Dear Viola Paris: Will you kindly 
tell me what causes little white spots 
or patches to form under the eyes? 
What can I use to remove them?

Answer—lI can not tell from this brief 
description exactly what the. trouble 
may be. If you mean lumps of white 
matter in the skin—those are accumu- 
lations in the pores and should be 
treated as for blackheads or other 
blemishes. I take it, however, that 
you mean simply spots of white; these 
probably denote some internal condi- 
tion upon which you ought to seek the 
advice of a physician.

The formal 
rows of stately bottles were somewhat 
cathedral-like in their impressiveness. 
To lose this was something of a 1085. 


But let us see what the soda fountain 
and the lunch counter really displaced. 
In the first place, let’s consider the con- 
tents of those row on row of gallon 
bottles. They looked impressive. - They 
had glass stoppers and raised porcelain 
labels, each bearing a title written in 
Latin and printed in gold letters. The 
preparations in those bottles are known 
in the trade as galenicals. The medi- 
cines themselves actually went out of 
use 20 to 50 years ago. The medicine 
in these bottles stayed there untouched, 
slowly changing with time, for say 20 
years, taking up space—nothing but 
tombstones. 


Of course, an up-to-date druggist, 
paying rent for space, must decide to 
give this space to something the peo- 
ple really cared for. And there was a 
world of proof that they did not care 
for the old-fashioned galenicals. 


Next arose the question as to what 
should be done about the patents. 
There is still a call for some of these, 
but instead of 40 running feet 10 will 
now furnish all the space required. 


In recent years I have visited a 
number of drug stores in Central 
American and Caribbean countries. 


j One can not appreciate the decrease 


in the faith of the American people in 


ithe patents until he looks over the 


acreage of shelf space given to patents 
in these drug stores. As they are, so 
our drug stores once were. On their 
shelves they still have the hoary old 
fellows that began to disappear here 
twenty or more years ago. Here, again, 
the up-to-the-minute druggist must 
find some use for much of the shelf 
room once occupied by the patents. 
What if in the back the space is given 
over to cooking operations? In the 
older days there were percolators and 
percolations, pill mass, pill cutters,

and sundry other operations now bet- 
ter done elsewhere and otherwise. 

The underlying fact is that the peo- 
ple do not dope themselves like they 


formerly did. They still take far too. 


much medicine. They take pills, pow- 
ders, and potions when all they need 
to do is to let nature handle the job. 
But at that the habit is a dwindling 
one. A very bad custom—but not 60 
bad as it was. 

The lunch counter and the soda 
fountailin custom or habit is taking the 
space formerly used to supply the drug 
taking custom or habit, and that is 
more of a gain than a lose to health.

It is supposed to 
take in fresh air easily, but it brings in 
dirt, dust, and the exhaust gas from 
the string of cars ahead. The exhaust 
from these cars is taken in through the 
hot air heater and forced into your car, 
and one can readily see what the re- 
sults are. I know from-experience that 
exhaust heaters, when properly install- 
ed and tested, are far superior to any 
other kind of heater.

Firm in Cobb 
Raling 


Suspension. Indefinite, 
League Head Says; 
Awaits Protest. 


Still Is President of 


Circuit, He Declares, 
in Newest Move. 


T. LOUIS, May 8 (By A. P.).—Ban 
Johnson, who signalized his re- 
sumption of active control of the 

American league by ordering suspended 
Ty Cobb and Al Simmons, Philadel- 
hia ouv:elders, for alleged umpire- 
baiting in Philadelphia last Thursday, 
said today he was still unable to say 
when the suspensions ‘would expire. 
Johnson left here at noon today for 
Chicago. 

“I am awaiting word from Mr. Mack, 
of the Athletics,” Johnson said, “for 
anything the club may have to say on 
the side of the offenders. Thus far I 
have been advised of no reply on the 
part of the club. 

“The offense of Cobb in particular 
is a serious one, since it violates the 
rule which prohibits a player from 
touching the.person or clothing of 
an umpire. My report (from Umpire 
Ormsby) states that Cobb shoved 
Ormsby around. 

“Then, after realizing his offense, he 
began apologizing, but only after the 
actions of Simmons and himself had 
incited the crowd to the extent that 
the umpire had to be escorted from 
the field. Cobb knows the rules and 
apparently there is. no extenuation. 
There was nothing to do but suspend 
him,” Johnson asserted. 


Asked if Cobb’s suspension would 
prevent him from going on the 
field at Detroit’s “home coming” 
Tuesday, Johnson said there is 
nothing to prevent Cobb from be- 
ing on the field prior to the start 
of the game. 


“The league’s supervision begins when 
the umpires take charge and during 
the game. .What happens. before. play 
is begun is a-matter for the club to de- 
termine.” 

Johnson was informed that Cobb had 
said, “Anybody who said he had 
‘baited’ the umpire, lied.” 

“Ormsby’s report,” Johnson said, “‘set 
forth that Cobb shouldered him and 
touched his person. Baiting umpires 
does not have to be done by word of 
mouth. Fans can not hear and do not 
judge of what is transpiring by words.

With the starting fees of $1,000 
horse and the nomination fees of 35 
each for the 85 original nominees the 
money lumps up as $70,000—give or 
take a few thousand. Of this the win- 
ner’s owner gets about $60,000. 

For some reason the Preakness isn’t 
much of an occasion, compared to the 
Kentucky derby, and the local enthu- 
siasm usually is well in hand before, 
during and after the big race. 


For one thing, they run it on 
Mondays, when the majority of the 
job-holding people can’t get away 
to do any active shopping around 

at the parimutuels window, and, 
for another thing, Baltimore is a 
minor: league way station between 
two major league towns—Washing- 
ton and Philadelphia—with no ca- 
pacity for rip-roaring enthusiasm. 


Perhaps if those se old Baltimore dis- 
tilleries were still stilling Baltimore 
would appreciate this big horse: race, 
but any way. Baltimore does not take 
the spark and you could get yourself 
held up in front of the biggest dairy 
lunch room in town at 10:30 p. m. on 
the night before the Preakness without 
a soul around to witness the dastardly 
deed. 

If you put up a yip you might at- 
tract a couple of night police reporters, 
but hardly any one else. Most every 


one on the streets after 10 o'clock at 
night in Baltimore is a night police 
reporter. 

Down in Louisville the. merchants 

dress their windows in the stable colors, 
and some of them create ghastly effects 
with wax. dummies in jockey clothes 
sitting in the store fronts astraddle on 
spirited harness dummies. 
’ The streets seethe with grifters and 
grafters, sport writers from all over the 
land, gamblers, gate crashers and, so 
the theory goes, any way, an ocasional 
man or woman enduring the 48-hour 
melee merely for the love of the horses 
There is. distinctly swell social class to 
the derby, too, and although there are 
indubitable dudes at the Preakness, 
there aren’t enough of them to put on 
the same show. 

Some of the original 85 nc inees for 
the Preakness have been made into 
mucilage by now, and the field‘of prob- 
able starters is down to no more than 
twenty. 


Scapa Flow, a son of Man o’ War, 
owned by Walter M. Jeffords, prob- 
ably will be the best seller at the 
ticket windows Monday afternoon 
because he ran away from his field 
in the Bowling Brook purse at Pim- 
lico last week, reversing the form 
that he showed a short while earlier 
when he showed distinct: traces of 
mule. .The horse people allege that 
Scapa Flow is a great horse again. 


The Whitney horses, Whiskery, Pan- 
dera and Bostonian, are suposed to be 
<i ones that Scapa Flow will have to 

eat. 

Walter J. Salmon, who owns a big 
tower on. Forty-second street in New 
York, has had the custody of the Wood- 
lawn vase, the trophy of the Preakness, 
for two years, as his horses won the 
race in 1926 and 1923. This time he 
is sending in a horse called Black Pan- 
ther, but this one is rated among the 
rest. of the. field, which is to say that 
he might win, but on the face of 
things hasn’t any right to.
